was made to the Nevada county jail. 
He had been held there for the past

S., quoted a chief of detectives as say- 
ing Charles Chapman was the third 
man who escaped there after two com- 
panions had been held for possession 
of a machine-gun.

reported Sunday that the American 
Federation of Labor now has nearly 
4 million members, said the next goal 
is 10 million, and predicted that the 
federation convention beginning Mon- 
day will order "an organizing cam- 
paign such as we Have never known." 


At the same time the A. F. of L.'s 


executive council in its annual sur- 
vey warned that for the recovery 
program to succeed, existing 
NRA 


codes must be revised to assure "much 
greater reductions in work hours and 
very much higher standards of mini- 
mum wages." 


The new membership figures, Presi- 


dent Green of the 
federation said, 


were presented to offset any doubts 
that might have arisen from the coun- 
cil's statement showing an average of 
2,126,796 paid up members in the last 
fiscal year, ended with August. 


To the council's total, he said, there 


now could tie added 100.000 exempt 
from dues, and the following who 
were not included because they had 
not paid per capita taxes by the end 
of August: 300,000 in newly formed 
federal unions, 500,000 in new interna- 
tional union locals, 450,000 new mem- 
bers in old international unions and 
50,000 recruits in old federal unions.

Highway at Fulton 


Commission to Construct 


Three Walls to Check 


Cave-Ins 


LITTLE ROCK. - Construction of 


three permeable pile dikes on the left 
bank of Red river at Fulton is plan- 
ned by the Arkansas Highway Com- 
mission. 
One dike 400 feet long would be plac- 
ed immediately downstream from the 
Missouri Pacific bridge, at an angle 
with the river bank; another 200 feet 
long would he placed approximately 
half way between the two bridges, 
also at an angle with the bank; and 
the third dike, 310 feet long would 
be placed approximately parallel to 
the top gank, adjacent to the 
left 


bank 
abutement 
of the 
highway 


bridge, to prevent further caving at 
that point. 


The commission has applied to the

Vicksburg for permission to build the 
dikes; and plans may be examined 
there. Objections or suggestions should 
be made not later than October 7, it 
was announced.

A four-point program, of 


justice to the veteran and 
fairness to the government, 
will come before the Ameri- 
can Legion's national con- 
vention at Chicago October 
2-5 with the endorsement of 
43 department conventions 
and every prospect of adop- 
tion. 


This program U as follows: 
1. That no war veteran disabled in 


the line of duty shnll suffer any re- 
duction of those benefit^ granted such 
veterans in the World War Veterans', 
Act, as in effect prior to March 20, 
1933. 


2. That hospitalization under fed- 


eral government auspices shall be 
afforded war veterans not dishonara- 
bly discharged, who require hospital 
treatment and who are not reasonably 
able to pay for their own treatment. 


3. That perpetuation of service con- 


nection for all 
veterans 
properly 


granted such connection under laws 
in existence prior to March 20, 1933, be 
recom mended as an item of Lekion 
policy. 


4. That benefits provided for de- 


pendents of veterans as established 
in the World War Veterans' Act shall 
be resumed and maintained as the 
government's policy, and that in no 
event shall widows and dependent 
children of deceased war veterans be 
without government protection. 


Shows Legion Reaction 


Those resolutions reflect reaction of 


the Legion to the policy adopted when 
the Economy Act was passed by Con- 
gress and became effective. 


This policy was that the American 


Legion turned away from the sign- 
post of selfishness which marked the 
road to discredit and went straight 
ahead on the road which led to jus- 
tice for the war disabled and full 
public confidence. 


These resolutions, among the 400 


or more which will be considered by 
the national convention at Chicago, 
contain the approval of this program 
by each of the 43 department conven- 
tions so far reporting, with very few 
variations. 


The program first was formulated at 


five area conferences which covered 
the United States and in which de- 


partment officials 
participated. 
It 


then was presented 
at department 


conventions and it is safe to assume 
that approval of the few that have 
not yet reported will be given. 


Saw Peril; Avoided U 


The press generally, as shown by 


more than 300 editorials from large 
and small newspapers alike, has given 
approval to these proposals as the 
future legislative policy for disabled 
veterans. The elements of this pro- 
gram have been weighed on the basis 
of equal justice to truly disabled vet- 
erans and the government. 


At the tune the Economy Act was 


passed, the Legion 
opposed it.

foresaw justice and untold suffering 
to thousands of helpless men. We are 
not ashamed of that stand. We re-

Experiment With Mice 


The most widely-known experiments 


o<i mice that have cancer are those 
b| Dr. Maud Slye. Working on many 
thousands of mice, Dr. Slye conclud- 
ed that the susceptibility to cancer is 
hereditary and that it behaves as a 
fiifcple "Mendelian recessive"—that is 
to; say, that it breeds out of the race 
rather than in. 


pther investigators insist that it is a 


dominant characteristic, according to 
th| Mendelian law. A recent investi- 
gator on the subject in the Radium 
Inxtitute in Paris, working also with 
many hundreds of mice, supports the 
conclusions of Dr. Slye to the effect 
that there is a constitutional and pro- 
bably hereditary factor in the cause 
of cancer. 


These investigators cannot be cer- 


tain however, whether or not cancer 
is hereditary as a dominant or a re- 
cessive trait. In fact, there is even 
some question as to whether various 
types of cancer do not differ in the 
tendency to be hereditary as domin- 
ant or recessive. 


14 Per Cent Traced 


When the statistics of all of the peo- 


ple having cancer are studied, the 
conclusion seems to be that an aver- 
age of 14 per cent of patients with 
cancer have had cancer recorded in 
their families. This fact is not, how- 
ever, exceedingly important in deter- 
mining the question of heredity, since 
the death rates in general show that 
cancer accounts for about one-seventh 
of the deaths of people who died after 
40 years of age. 


In England it was shown that one 


death in six between the ages of 40 
to 50, and one death in four between 
the nges of 50 to 70, was due to can- 
cer. 
Thus there is a 14 per cent or 


greater probability that at least one 
parent of any patient may have had 
cancer. 


It Sometimes Skips 


Furthermore, the mere fact that the 


majority of cancer patients are not 
able to remember cancer as occurring 
in their families does not prove that 
cancer is not hereditary. If cancer is 
a recessive trait, it may pass over a 
considerable number of generations 
without manifesting itself. 


There are some families in which 


cancer is practically unknown and 
others in which cancer is exceedingly 
ommon. Even here, however, it is not 


i possible to jump at conclusions for 


the simple reason that trere may be 
pther factors besiles the family con- 
stitution associated with the develop- 
ment of cancer in these families. 


Such factors may be the place in 


which they live, tbe habits of diet, the 
possibilities of irritation from smok- 
ing or chemicals, or some other as- 
pects of the family life.

WASHINGTON~(/P) VThe first ac- 


tion by the NRA against manufactur- 
ers accused of "skyrocketing" prices 
was announced Sunday by Hugh S. 
Johnson, recovery adminirtrator, as 
he plunged anew into the quest for 
an agreement that would send striking 
Pennsylvania coal miners 
back, to 


work. 


Johnson also disclosed that October 


9 had been set for the beginning of 
a nation-wide buying campaign to 
support employers who have increas- 
ed wages and employment under the 
Blue Eagle. 


The administrator said summonses 


are being prepared requiring manu- 
facturers of overalls and other wear- 
ing apparel to answer, in public hear- 
ings, charges that they have boosted 
their prices from 100 to 200 per cent, 
with the explanation that he increased 
coslr. are due to the cotton texile 
code. 


Depuy 
Administrator Arthur D. 


Whitesicle will conduct the hearings, 
which will be based on scores of 
complaints from retailers. The date 
of the hearings has not been set. 


Johnson called to Walter Reed hos- 


pital, where he is convalescing from 
a minor operation, spokesman for mine 
workers in his attempt 
to get an 


agreement on steel-owned bituminous 
mines. Jphn L. Lewis, president of 
the Union Mine Workers of America, 
who also has been ill, returned to the 
city for Die conference.

Myron 


Taylor and Eugene Grace, heads of 
the United States and Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation.

lowed a group of federal officers out 
of the large nine-passenger ship which 
brought him from Memphis. "Nice 
trip." 


After Kelly and his slonder wife, 


Kathryn. were taken in a motorcade 
of 10 cars from tho Municipal airport 
ot the llttlo brick Oklahoma county 
jail, Herbert K., Hyde, federal district 
attorney, said he would recommend 
filing of state armed robbery charges 
tomorrow against both Kelly and Al- 
bert Bates, the latter already con- 
victed on federal kidnaping conspiracy 
charges. 
Oklahoma law provides a 


maximum penalty of death fcr robbery 
with firearms. 


Two machine gun 
barrels 
were 


trained on Kelly, another on the crowd 
of several hundred behind wire fences 
at the field. 


Then his trimly clad wile jumped to 


the runway smiling, surrounded by

the American people were in favor of 
that action by Congress. We recognized 
the fact that some veterans not en- 
titled to compensation were on the 
lists. 


We could have denounced the pres- 


ident and Congres for inflicting grave 
injustices on honesty disabled 
vet- 


erans. We could have thrown every 
possible bostacle in the path of the 
government's efforts to end the de- 
pression and to restore prosperity and 
happiness in our country. 


In short, like so many of the small- 


er veterans' organizations, wo could 
have cut off the disabled veteran's 
nose in a vain attempt to spite the 
president's face. If we had followed 
that road, we would, for the first 
time in the history of the American 
Legion, have been of dis-service to 
country and veteran aliks.

Thank God, we did not follow that
